Washington, September 20. — 
{United News.)—The senate. foreign 
relations committee, headed by Senator 
Borah, is expected to investigate the 
appointment of Dwight W. Morrow, 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., as American 
“ambassador to Mexico. 

While Morrow’s ability is unques- 
tioned, some desired to know how com- 
pletely he is severing his relations 
with the Morgan house, which has 
heavy financial interests in Mexico. 
There also is a general desire to know 
what policy Morrow favors in dealing 
with the difficult oil and land law 
disputes. Friend)y relations of the 
two countries as well as miliions in 
American capital are at stake and 
some senators want to be fully in- 
formed before they vote on the ap- 
pointment. 

Morrow Takes Post Seon. 

Morrow will go to his post soon 
and Wiil.serve pending confirmation 
of the appointment by the senate next 
winter. The announcement was a 
surprise here. 

“It is a capital appointment,” cb- 
served Senator Moses, New Hamp- 
shre, republican, and both interpre- 
tations found support. 

In appointing Morrow, Coolidge 
picked one’ of his Amherst classmates 
and one of his most intimate ad- 
visors. Ever since Coolidge entered 
the white house Morrow has been a 
frequent visitor. He recently saw the 
president at Rapid City. When the 
aircraft controversy developed two 
years ago Morrow was called by the 
president to head a commission of 
inquiry and his report has been large- 
ly followed in subsequent legislation 
for development of aviation.’ 

It has been frequently suggested 
that in time Morrow will sneceed 
Andrew Mellon in the treasury. In 
announcing the appointment today. 
the white house stated that Morrow 
Was giving up his lucrative business 
connection to enter upon a _ public 
career. 

Borah’'s Position. 
* Senator Borah, previously advised 
of the appointment, was guarded in 
his comment, saying: ; 

“If Mr. Morrow is going to Mexico 


to carry out a_ policy of friendly co-.

Available funds for construction of 
the Pryor street and Central avenue 
viaducts, exclusive of a contribution 
of $400,000 from the Georgia Power 
company, are $302,000 short of esti- 
mated actual cost of the structures 
and unless this amount is obtained 
from some souree delay in beginning 
the projects was predicted Tuesday in 
city hall circles, oa 

Actual available money for prose- 
cution of the improvements totals 
only $1,873,000 instead of $1,930,000 
as formerly figured, while estimated 
costs are $2,175,000. 

Changes in costs of the st@etures 
are based partially on a report filed 
‘Tuesday with Frank H. Neely, chair- 
man of the Atlanta bond commission, 
a William A. Hansell, chief of 
construction of the city of Atlanta, to 
the effect that property which the 
city mifst acquire to erect the bridges, 
will cost approximately $500,000 in- 
stead of $250,000, the city tax as- 
sessors’ valuation. 

A reduction of $24,000 in the $1,- 
000,000 viaduct bonds which can be 
used for construction purposes has 
been made through certain damage 
settlements, thus leaving only $976,- 
000 of the bond funds which can be 
applied to the actual cost of the 
projects. 

Instead of allocating $450,000 to 
the projects as was firstyreported, re- 
ceipts from railroads over which the 
bridges will extend will total only 
$307,000, 
te $1,873,000 including the $500,000 
allocation from Fulton county, and 
registers a total reduction § in-~ esti- 
mated receipts of $57,000. 

Appraisal Made. 

A group of outstanding real es- 

tate men ‘Tuesday submitted a valua- 


tion of the property which the city 


must @equire to erect the improve- 
ments to Mr. Neely as chairman of 
the bond commission. Instead of co- 
inciding with the estimate or the val- 
uation of the city tax assessors, it 
surpassed the estimate by from $175,- 
000 to $350,000, 

The city has never been able to 
purchase property on its assessed 
valuation, according to members of 
city council, and it could not hope to 
acguire the property in question at 
the figures which the assessors placed 
on it even if condemnation proceed- 
ings are instituted. ° 

Actnal receipts, according to fig- 
ures listed by the department of con- 
+ struction. and the bond commission, 
follow : 

City bonds, $976,000; 
$397.000;- Fulton -county, 
Total, $1,873,000. 

Estimated costs under the revised 
plan are as follows: 

Construction — costs, $1,325,000; 
} property outlay, $500,000, and build- 
ing replacements, $350,000. Total, 
$2,175,000. The only item in the costs 
which has been changed is the cost 
of property, which was raised $250,- 
000, and which, according to some 
estimates of those making the ap- 
praisal for the bond commission, may 
even exceed that figure. 

Even if the property could be ac- 
quired for the $250,000 estimate of 
the city tax appraisers, the city would 
still’ be short $52,000 of the total re- 
quired to construct the project. The 
original cost estimate was $1,925,000 
and the aetual total receipts exclusive 
of a donation from the Georgia Power 
company are only $1,873,000. A dif- 
ference of $52,000.

Paris, September 20. — (United 
News.)—Storing up fresh energy after 
two purple days, American legion- 
naires contented themselves today with 
political caucuses, official recepsions. 
visits to the front and a final hour of 
letter writing before the. nightly as- 
sault on the hill of Montmartre. 

New York, California, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Ohio are grooming their 
own candidates for the legion leader- 
ship; the south has a man; there is 
a Pershing boom, and the reserve. of- 
ficers’ association is backing one of 
its members. 

Plans to storm the convention, and 
a convention of the legion as a 
whole occupied the morning for 
those who recovered that early cham- 
pagne-cork barrage, and cigarette- 
smoke screen of the overnight phase 
of the raging battle, fought with feet 
blistered from their march over the 
Paris cobblestones. ; 

Come Back Quiet. 

The many delegates ‘who went this 
afternoon to see the bloody battle- 
field of Chateau Thierry, that put 
the A. E. F. on the war map, came 
back strangely quiet after their ren- 
dezvous with the dead. , 

There were legidnnaires, and legion- 
naires’ wives and children," all over 
the “Marne salient, where Americans 
suffered 30,000 casualties in three 
months, 

They picked out the trenches in 
which they had faced the Germans, 
the holes into which they had dived 
at the sound of German silrells; the 
craves of their comrades. All the 
while kicking up, from the soil, those 
of them who selected. the - Belleau 
Wood sector, bullets, broken rifles 
shattered tin hats, and rottiag shots 
and bits of bone. 

Forgotten By Villagers.

The quiet hour before the storm- 
ing of Montmartre tonight was spent 
in writing letters, and the scratch 
of 20,000 pens seemed almost audible 
in the streets.

000 posteards and 5,000 letters daily.

LEVINE TO BUILD 
BIG OCEAN PLANE 


London, September 20.—(P)— 


Charles A. Levine, returning from 
Paris to London today, disclosed plans 
for the construction of a monster 
trans-Atlantic airplane, with which 
it is intended to establish regular 
trans-oceanic passenger and freight 
service. He has engaged Alexdnder 
Kartvely and Edmond Chagnard, Rus- 
sian and French aviation engineers. 
respectively, to construct at the 
grounds of the Columbia Aircraft cor- 
poration, of Long Island, at a cost 
of $500,000 a monoplane capable of 
carrying 50 passengers and a crew 
of fonr. 

The plane will have seven engines, 
five running and two auxiliaries, with 
a wing spread of 180 feet, horsepower 
6,000, cruising radius 4,000 miles and 
a speed of 115 miles per hour. It 
will be a land plane with an eight- 
wheeled undercarriage and will carry 
a radio and directional wireless. The 
engines will be enclosed, permitting 
adjustment .during flight. 

Leyine plans to carry freight and 
mail rather than passengers. The 
price of one passage will be $2.50v. 
The plane, said the promoter, will be 
constructed within nine months. He 
expects to take Kartvely and Chag- 
nard to the United States with him 
on the Leviathan, sailing October. 11. 

His proposed eastern trip has been 
postponed until at least Thursday 
morning, the winds at present not be- 
in favorable. The fact that Levine 
returned to London from Paris by 
air was a challenge to his friends, 
who had cautioned him against going 
to Le Bourget field for the takeoff.

But these two. faults 
that he sometimes falls into should 
be corrected. It is easy enough for 
Gene to correct them, if he wants to. 


Tunney, during most of his train-,

Only 
when he punched the heavy bag was 
Tunney a bit impressive as a punch- 
er.

New York, September 20.— Despite 


the sharp decline occurring in the 
stock market at the end of last week 
and early this week the average price 
of fifty representative shares is only 
a couple of points below the high 
record for all tinve, whieh is very 
much higher than anything witnessed 
in the war and after-war. boom pe- 
riods making stock exchange houses 
plus the very large paper profits of 
many pools now active in the stock 
market and the continued unprofit- 
able professional short selling of bor- 
rowed stocks prevents the stock mar- 
ket from having any sustained down- 
ward price movement. While less 
spectacular, the steck market was 
strong, in striking contrast to the 
weakness of yesterday and the day be- 
fore, althéugh the renewal rate on 
call money was 4 per cent again 3 3-4 
yesterday. 

Secretary Hoover helped sentiment 
by his prediction that prosperity will 
continue for the remainder of this 
year. He says that business condi- 
tions throughout the country have im- 
proved perceptibly during the past 
three weeks. 

John J. Mitehell, one of the most 
active and successful bankers in Chi- 
cago, agrees with Secretary Hoover 
about business, but he also does some 
very plain talking in expressing his| 
views about the stock market and | 
the recent action of the federal re- 
serve hoard in forcing a cut in the 
rediscount rate. “Business is good.” 
Mitchell said, “and will undoubtedly 
continue so, but anties of the stock 
market have put us in a dangerous 
mood. We are beginning to expect 
too much and the federal reserve 
banks have helped this sentiment 
along by reducing their rediscount 
rate. It is not unlikely that the fu- 
ture course of the money market will 
make the 3 1-2 per cent rediscount 
rate look ridiculous. There is $700,- 
000,000 of French money on deposit 
in New York that may be taken from 
this country any day. In addition, 
we are coming into a_ period when 
there is a seasonal upturn in demand 
for funds for fall expansion and crop- 
moving purposes.” 

Mitchell undoubtedly has in mind 
what happened at this time last year.

In 1889 there were 142 commercial 
banks in New York city.
